Conclusion: 

It is the opinion of the'Office of Professiona' Standards that the force used by Sergeant Ribnicky 
was appropriate and within Palm Bay Police Department policy G.O. 201.3 (A)(1) Use of Force 
in Defense of Person An -officer or DBS is justified:in the use of deadly force only if they 
reasonably believe that such force is necessary to prevent imminent death or great bodily harm to 
themselves or another or to prevent theaitiminent commission of a violent felony

Sergeant Ribnicky was justified in.the use of deadly force by'discharging his firearm at a 
perceived threat to protect himself and.the officers on the contact te^, and to save the life of the 
Amy Jones.
